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An  Invitation 

The  Alumni  Reunion  on  May  30  promises  to  be  more  extrava- 
gant than  heretofore.  A  name  band  will  provide  music  for 
dancing  following  the  banquet,  and  ceremonies  are  to  include 
the  burning  of  the  mortgage  on  the  Alumni  House.  We  hope 
you  will  be  among  the  1,000  or  more  expected. 

In  retrospect  the  year  has  been  gratifying  in  many  ways.  On 
June  1,  1954,  we  had  received  dues  from  only  890  alumni  for 
the  year.  Fortunately,  able  and  dedicated  membership  solicitors 
worked  diligently  during  the  last  six  months  and  on  December 
31  there  were  1,785  voting  members,  the  highest  figure  yet  at- 
tained. We  are  grateful  for  your  interest  and  cooperation.  In 
the  first  five  months  of  this  year  1,397  of  you  have  renewed 
your  memberships.  Your  participation  in  ever-increasing  num- 
bers is  a  must,  for  unless  our  association  is  truly  representative, 
it  cannot  be  fully  effective. 

An  unusual  amount  of  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
work  of  three  committees.  These  committees  were  appointed 
at  the  1954  reunion  due  to  the  expressed  desire  to  have  a  clear 
understanding  of  college  policies  and  procedures  on  admissions, 
intern  placement,  and  hospital  privileges.  Two  of  these  reports 
are  published  in  this  issue — one  was  published  in  December. 
Each  of  these  represents  exhaustive  studies,  and  we  recommend 
that  they  be  read  with  care.  With  this  information,  misunder- 
standings should  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Also  published  earlier  was  a  rundown  of  scholarship  and 
loan  funds  available.  All  schools,  except  medicine,  are  expand- 
ing their  enrollment,  and  worthy  students  are  being  given  every 
possible  encouragement. 

With  the  alumni  house  debt  removed,  a  committee  from  the 
Board  of  Trustees  is  studying  ideas  for  our  next  major  project. 
We  hope  you  can  attend  the  reunion  and  help  us  decide  what 
it  shall  be.

About  The  Cover 

The  cornerstone  of  the  Ennion  G.  Williams  Hospital  for 
negro  tuberculosis  patients  was  laid  on  March  30,  with  Governor 
Thomas  B.  Stanley,  Dr.  Mack  I.  Shanholtz,  State  Health  Com- 
missioner; and  Dr.  Ennion  S.  Williams  M'30,  son  of  the  late 
Dr.  Ennion  G.  Williams,  the  first  state  health  commissioner  in 
whose  memory  the  hospital  was  named,  participating. 

This  hospital  will  not  only  provide  fifty  beds  for  a  surgical, 
diagnostic,  and  teaching  unit  for  tuberculosis,  but  also  two  hun- 
dred tuberculosis  sanatorium  beds  to  relieve  over-crowding  in 
St.  Philip  Hospital.  This  will  mark  the  first  substantial  increase 
in  negro  hospital  beds  since  the  construction  of  St.  Philip  Hospi- 
tal in  1920,  despite  the  fact  that  the  negro  population  has  in- 
creased greatly. 

The  1952  General  Assembly  appropriated  funds,  partly  to  the 
State  Health  Department  and  partly  to  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  for  the  erection  of  the  fifty  bed  surgical  unit.  The 
1954  General  Assembly  added  sufficient  additional  funds  to  the 
State  Health  Department  and  to  the  Medical  College  to  permit 
the  construction  of  the  entire  building,  leaving  unfinished  the 
four  floors  for  the  additional  St.  Philip  beds.  It  is  confidently 
expected  that  funds  for  both  the  equipment  and  completion  of 
the  four  floors  will  be  made  available  by  the  next  General  As- 
sembly.

The  following  report  was  prepared  by  the  com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association  in  1954  to  study  admissions 
policies  in  the  Schools  of  Medicine,  Dentistry, 
and  Pharmacy. 


The  committee  was  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion to  study  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia's policies  on  admissions.  A  ques- 
tionnaire covering  the  points  the  commit- 
tee considered  significant  was  sent  to  the 
Deans  of  Medicine,  Dentistry,  and  Phar- 
macy, and  the  answers  form  the  basis  of 
this  report. 

The  committee  was  told  that  applica- 
tions are  accepted  by  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine between  September  1  and  January  1 
of  each  year  for  the  class  entering  the 
following  September.  Each  candidate  is 
required  to  submit  a  written  outline  con- 
cerning his  college  experience  and  inter- 
ests and  a  transcript  of  all  academic 
grades.  He  is  also  required  to  take  the 
Medical  Aptitude  Test. 

On  receipt  of  such  an  application  the 
Dean's  Office  writes  to  the  premedical 
science  faculty  whom  the  candidate  has 
listed  for  reference,  for  confidential  rec- 
ommendations. Each  candidate  is  urged 
to  have  an  interview  with  the  Dean's 
Office  and  usually  with  some  other  com- 
mittee members  who  are  expected  to  write 
memoranda  of  their  impressions  to  be 
added  to  the  candidate's  file  for  considera- 
tion of  the  whole  committee. 

It  was  stated  the  applicants  to  the 
School  of  Medicine  are  notified  imme- 
diately following  the  committee  action, 
but  no  applicant  is  rejected  until  the  class 
has  been  filled  unless  he  asks  for  earlier 
definite  action. 

The  information  from  the  office  of  the 
Dean    of    Medicine    further    stated    that

applications  are  processed  as  fast  as  they 
are  received.  Delays  usually  result  from 
the  necessity  for  waiting  for  replies  from 
the  candidate's  faculty,  for  additional 
grades,  or  for  aptitude  test  scores. 

According  to  the  questionnaire,  the  en- 
tire admissions  committee  sees  all  appli- 
cations. It  was  not  clear  whether  the  ap- 
plications are  processed  in  the  order  of 
their  receipt. 

It  was  stated  that  the  recommendations 
of  the  applicant's  premedical  dean  and/or 
premedical  advisor,  as  well  as  those  on 
the  science  faculty,  are  of  great  importance 
in  the  evaluation  of  any  candidate  for 
medicine. 

George  W.  Bakeman,  chairman  of  the 
Admissions  Committee,  reported  that  over 
the  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  the  premedical  faculty 
in  all  colleges  in  Virginia,  and  during  the 
past  seven  years  he  has  made  annual  visits 
to  Virginia  colleges  to  meet  with  the 
faculties  and  discuss  with  them  and  with 
the  students  the  problems  of  admission 
to  medical  school. 

Members  of  the  Admissions  Commit- 
tee, it  was  stated,  "are  selected  by  the  dean 
on  the  basis  of  their  expressed  interest  in 
the  problems  related  to  this  extremely  dif- 
ficult responsibility  of  selection,  their 
interest  in  students  throughout  the  medi- 
cal course,  and  their  disposition  and  abili- 
ty to  give  the  time  necessary  not  only  to 
regular  meetings  and  discussions  of  poli- 
cies, but  also  to  interviews,  which  may 
amount  to  several  hundred  hours  apiece

for  each  member.  There  are  eleven  mem- 
bers on  the  committee.  Two  arc  alumni. 
In  answer  to  a  question  regarding  wheth- 
er any  special  factors  are  given  considera- 
tion in  weighing  the  applications  of  the 
children  of  alumni,  the  Dean  of  Medicine 
reported  that  since  the  application  form 
does  not  call  for  this  information,  the  Ad- 
missions Committee  learns  of  such  kin- 
ship only  through  interview  questions, 
supporting  letters  and  by  chance. 

Mr.  Bakeman  added,  "During  my  serv- 
ice as  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee I  can  say  that  there  has  been  no 
application   from   a   candidate  known   to 
be  an  alumnus'   son  which  has  not  had 
more  than  average  attention.  This  is  not 
due  to  any  specific  written  regulation  or 
rule  of  the  Admissions   Committee,   but 
rather  to  the  fact  that  we  all  appreciate 
the  interest  of  the  alumni  in  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  want  to  encour- 
age it   in   every  way  possible.   Our  first 
responsibility,    of  course,    is   to   Virginia 
students,  and  we  believe  that  only  those 
non- Virginians   who   have    really   superb 
averages  and  personal  qualifications  should 
be  accepted.  This  inevitably  handicaps  the 
son   of   a   non-Virginian    alumnus   when 
compared   with  a   resident   of  this  state. 
Those  sons  of  Virginia  alumni  who  have 
been  rejected  have  been  considered  only 
after  much  discussion  when  it  was  obvious 
that  their  academic  or  personal  qualifica- 
tions fell  markedly  below  the  standards 
which  we  are  applying  to  other  Virginia 
students." 


"In  this  connection,"  Mr.  Bakeman 
said,  "one  must  always  remember  the  rec- 
ommendations from  the  premedical  facul- 
ty are  confidential  and  at  times  reveal 
information  concerning  the  student's  aca- 
demic record  and/or  even  character  which 
is  not  ordinarily  available  and  which  can- 
not be  divulged  to  the  applicant,  his 
parents,  or  an  interested  friend." 

The  Dean  of  Dentistry  reported  that 
applicants  for  the  dental  school  are  re- 
quired to  file  a  written  form  and  to  have 
transcripts  for  academic  credits  sent  from 
the  registrar  of  their  former  school.  Con- 
fidential inquiries  are  made  of  science 
teachers  in  the  academic  college.  Scores 
attained  on  the  dental  aptitude  test  are 
evaluated  along  with  academic  credits. 
The  application  with  this  material  is  sent 
individually  to  each  of  the  six  members 
of  the  Committee  who  makes  his  own 
recommendations  and  evaluations,  which 
are  tabulated  in  the  Dean's  office  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  entire  committee  in  formal 
session. 

Two  types  of  appointments  are  offered, 
unconditional  appointment  if  the  appli- 
cant has  completed  all  admission  require- 
ments and  is  acceptable  on  all  counts,  and 
provisional,  if  applicant  is  still  in  school 
and  has  not  yet  completed  all  require- 
ments, although  his  record  to  date  justi- 
fies acceptance,  contingent  on  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  all  requirements. 

It  is  understood  that  it  may  take  from 
a  few  days  to  several  months  to  process 
an  application,  depending  on  the  speed 
with  which  the  applicant  supplies  the  nec- 
essary data  and  the  quality  of  his  academic 
record.  All  applications  are  submitted  to 
all  members  of  the  Admissions  Commit- 
tee as  soon  as  all  the  required  data  is  in 
the  folders. 

The  Dean  of  Dentistry  stated  that  ap- 
plicants are  not  accepted  unless  they  are 
recommended  by  their  former  dean. 

Although  it  was  stated  that  no  "special 
factors"  are  given  considerations  in  weigh- 
ing the  applications  of  children  of  alumni, 
except  to  note  that  these  applicants  enjoy 
professional  backgrounds,  it  was  noted 
that  during  the  last  four  years  it  was  nec- 
essary to  reject  only  one  son  of  an  alum- 
nus. 

The  Admissions  Committee,  it  was 
stated,  is  appointed  by  the  dean  "on  the 
basis  of  their  interest  and  competence  in 
relation  to  this  enormous  problem." 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  reported  that 
upon  receipt  of  the  completed  question- 
naire a  confidential  form  is  mailed  to  the 


applicant's  references.  When  the  refer- 
ences and  transcripts  of  grades  has  been 
filed,  the  chairman  of  the  admissions  com- 
mittee reviews  the  folder  for  eligibility 
and  then  submits  it  to  the  entire  committee 
which  reviews  the  application  and  makes 
a  written  report  to  the  dean  who  may 
direct  that  the  application  be  approved, 
held,  or  disapproved.  Applications  are 
processed  in  the  order  of  their  completion, 
and  the  processing  takes  one  week. 

Students  are  not  accepted  without  the 
recommendation  of  their  former  dean. 

When  on  equal  basis  with  other  appli- 
cants, sons  and  daughters  of  MCV  alum- 
ni are  given  preference  in  admissions  to 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  according  to  the 
information  supplied. 


M.  J.  Hoover  M'40,  Appointed 
Professor  of  Orthopedics 

Dr.  M.  J.  Hoover,  Jr.,  M'40  has  been 
appointed  professor  of  orthopedics  and 
chairman  of  the  orthopedic  department 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr. 
H.  Page  Mauck  M'13. 

Dr.  Hoover  who  has  been  serving  as 
associate  professor  of  orthopedics  at 
M.C.V.,  was  graduated  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Richmond  in  1931.  Following  his 
graduation  from  M.C.V.  in  1940,  he  serv- 
ed a  residency  in  surgery  here  until  1945. 
From  1947  to  1949  he  was  a  resident  in 
orthopedics  at  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hos- 
pital. 

He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and 
Alpha  Omega  Alpha.

It  was  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the 
students  admitted  to  the  School  of  Medi- 
cine in  1954,  six  had  A  averages,  54  had 
B  averages,  and  24  had  averages  of  C  in 
their  premedical  work.  All  students  in 
dentistry  and  pharmacy  also  had  C  aver- 
ages or  above. 

The  Committee  was  told  that  enroll- 
ment in  the  dental  school  will  be  increased 
from  55  in  1954  to  75  or  80  in  1955. 
On  the  basis  of  1953  admissions,  the 
pharmacy  school  has  this  year  increased 
its  enrollment  15%.  No  indication  was 
given  that  there  are  any  plans  for  increas- 
ing medical  school  enrollment.  Dr.  Trus- 
Iow  stated  that  "many  of  us  believe  that 
we  have  reached,  and  some  even  believe 
that  we  have  surpassed  the  critical  level 
of  enrollment  for  the  establishment  of 
the  best  possible  course  of  training." 

The  committee  has  reviewed  carefully 
the  answers  to  the  questionnaires  and  re- 
ports them  to  you  for  your  information. 
The  responsibility  of  denying  a  young 
man  or  woman  the  opportunity  of  study- 
ing a  medical  science  is  great.  The  denial 
must  be  weighed  against  the  possibility  of 
failure,  were  the  opportunity  granted. 
Herein  lies  the  reason  for  the  need  of 
almost  supernatural  ability  on  the  part  of 
those  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
selecting  the  freshman  class  of  any  medi- 
cal school.  What  about  the  several  hun- 
dred who  are  denied  admission?  A  first 
class  public  relations  plan  should  be  de- 
veloped for  the  handling  of  this  group. 
This  is  important  in  order  that  the  college 
not  gain  ill  will  on  the  one  hand  and  also 
in  order  that  the  individual  who  may  be 
disappointed  will  not  be  frustrated.

The  Committee  on  Interns  presents  the  results  of 
its  study  on  the  placement  in  internships  of  the 
graduates  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 


The  Executive  Board  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  last  year  appointed  a  committee 
known  as  the  Intern  Committee,  com- 
prised of  Dr.  Waverly  Payne,  Dr.  Hud- 
nall  Ware,  and  Dr.  Donald  Daniel,  Chair- 
man, to  obtain  and  report  facts  and  perti- 
nent information  relative  to  the  reasons 
why  the  graduates  in  medicine  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  select  their 
places  of  internship. 

What  prompted  the  appointment  of 
this  committee  was  the  expressed  dissatis- 
faction to  the  Alumni  Association  of  the 
smaller  non-teaching  and  private  hospitals 
in  Virginia,  which  were  not  receiving  their 
proportionate  share  of  interns,  while,  at 
the  same  time,  the  quotas  of  the  two  Vir- 
ginia medical  schools  were  about  100% 
filled  each  year. 

It  was  inferred  that  the  Senior  Advisory 
Committees  of  the  two  Virginia  medical 
schools  were  advising  the  senior  medical 
students  to  continue  their  internships  or 
post-graduate  education  in  the  larger 
teaching  institutions  and,  as  a  consequence, 
very  few  of  the  Virginia  hospitals  were 
receiving  their  normal  quota  of  interns 
with  the  exception  of  Medical  College  and 
University  of  Virginia  hospitals.  This  fact 
reflected  hardships  upon  the  smaller  hos- 
pitals and  substandard  medical  attention 
was  given  to  and  received  by  their  Vir- 
ginia patients,  who  were  actually  paying 
their  part  of  the  taxes  which  eventually 
filtered  to  the  medical  schools  of  Virginia. 
It  was  also  contended  that  these  non-teach- 
ing hospitals  of  Virginia,  which  were 
mostly  staffed  by  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  Alumni  and  the  University   of 
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Virginia  Alumni,  were  actually  suffering 
because  of  the  unfair  competition  and  in- 
fluence of  their  own  Alma  Mater.  This 
fact  did  not  enhance  their  affection  toward 
their  Alma  Maters. 

Expressions  were  also  received  by  the 
Board  and  this  Committee  that  these  facts 
did  not  lend  enthusiasm  of  those  alumni 
to  participate  in  favor  of  the  financial  re- 
quests of  the  medical  schools  of  the  State 
Legislature. 

Upon  your  request  and  with  these  ques- 
tions in  mind,  your  Committee  makes  the 
following  report. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  proper  background 
of  the  intern  situation  in  Virginia,  certain 
facts  will  be  brought  to  your  attention. 

Formerly  in  the  United  States,  because 
of  the  large  number  of  interns  sought  and 
the  relatively  small  number  of  yearly  med- 
ical graduates,  there  was  a  great  inequality 
of  the  distribution  of  the  interns.  Realiz- 
ing this  deplorable  condition,  a  non-profit 
organization  was  formed  and  operated 
jointly  by  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, The  American  Hospital  Association, 
Association  of  American  Medical  Col- 
leges, The  Catholic  Hospital  Association, 
and  the  American  Protestant  Hospital  As- 
sociation. This  organization  was  named 
the  National  Intern  Matching  Program, 
Inc.  It  has  been  in  operation  three  years 
and  acts  only  as  a  clearing  house  for  the 
participating  hospitals  and  students  in  the 
United  States.  The  "modus  operandi"  is 
simple.  The  students  and  hospitals  make 
their  choice,  send  it  to  the  National  Intern 
Matching  Program,  and  this  organization 
only  matches  the  desires  of  the  hospitals 
and  the  students.  This  has  resulted  in  a

more  equitable  distribution  of  interns 
throughout  the  nation  and  has  been  bene- 
ficial to  both  the  hospitals  and  the  stu- 
dents. 

The  general  results  of  the  National  In- 
tern Matching  Program  in  the  United 
States  since  its  beginning  are  as  follows:

These  hospitals  were  approved  by 
the  American  Medical  Association  for  in- 
tern training  and  offered  10,729  positions. 
There  were,  in  1954,  6,051  participating 
interns.  In  the  United  States  when  all  of 
these  interns  were  placed,  4,678  intern 
positions  were  left  vacant.  A  few  of  these 
vacancies,  however,  were  filled  by  foreign 
interns  and  externs,  a  substitute  but  not 
too  happy  a  situation. 

In  Virginia  in  1954  there  were  173  in- 
ternships offered  but  only  93  were  filled. 
The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  offered 
42  positions  and  -il  were  filled.  The  Uni- 
versity  of  Virginia   Hospital   offered    33 
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positions  and  23  were  filled.  All  of  the 
remaining  participating  hospitals  in  Vir- 
ginia offered  98  internship  positions  and 
received  only  29  interns.  There  were  9  of 
these  hospitals  in  Virginia  which  offered 
45  internships  and  received  no  interns ! 
These  hospitals  represent  a  total  of  1,411 
beds  or  about  Ms  of  all  patients  in  partici- 
pating hospitals.  Consequently  they  did 
not  have  the  services  of  any  interns  except 
possibly  a  few  scattered  foreign  interns 
and  externs  in  the  teaching  centers. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  majority 
of  the  staffs  of  these  hospitals  are  alumni 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  or  the 
University  of  Virginia  hospitals.  During 
1954  there  were  100  medical  graduates  of 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  about 
76  medical  graduates  of  the  University  of 
Virginia. 

Why  aren't  larger  numbers  of  Virginia 
medical  students  interning  in  Virginia? 
Why,  since  the  State  of  Virginia  is  actually 
defraying  75%  of  the  cost  of  graduating  a 
medical  student,  do  about  Vi  of  the  Partic- 
ipating Virginia  hospitals  and  their  Vir- 
ginia patients  receive  no  aid,  benefit  or  at- 
tention from  our  medical  graduates  in  the 
role  of  interns?  Why  are  large  numbers 
of  Virginia  medical  graduates  leaving  the 
State  for  internship?  Incidentally,  many 
of  these,  because  of  their  professional  con- 
nections after  internship  may  end  up  prac- 
ticing in  the  vicinity  where  they  were 
trained.  Consequently  few  will  return  to 
Virginia  to  practice  medicine.  This  state- 
ment is  disputable.  It  is  true  that  Virginia, 
through  the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  Edgar 
Fisher  of  the  Virginia  Council  on  Health 
and  Medical  Care,  has  made  great  strides 
in  supplying  physicians  in  rural  locations 
in  Virginia,  but  if  Virginia  internships  can 
be  made  more  attractive,  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia will  probably  not  suffer  as  much 
from  the  lack  of  physicians  in  these  lo- 
calities. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  reason  for  the 
migration  of  many  of  our  medical  grad- 
uates of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
the  following  questionnaire  was  sent  to 
all  the  graduates  of  1954.

There  was  a  surprising  response  which 
resulted  in  the  following  information. 

The  educational  program  played  the 
most  important  role  in  the  decision  of  the 
selection  of  internship  (83%).  Twenty- 
five  percent  (25%)  stated  that  the  finan- 
cial reward  played  an  important  part  in 
their  selection.  Twenty-five  (25%)  re- 
ported that  the  location  was  a  major  fac- 
tor, and  16%  stated  that  advice  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  faculty,  pre- 
vious interns,  and  others  played  a  major 
role  in  their  selection.  A  few  desired  trav- 
el, distant  places,  climate,  private  hospital 
patient  education  as  against  ward  patient 
education,  etc. 

Many  of  the  Virginia  hospitals  or  mem- 
bers of  their  staffs  were  either  interviewed 
or  contacted  by  letter  concerning  their  ed- 
ucational program,  etc.  It  is  not  the  pur- 
pose of  this  report  to  mention  any  partic- 
ular hospitals  except  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  and  the  University  of  Virginia 
hospitals,  but  it  was  learned  that  there 
are  several  Virginia  hospitals  which  have 
a  very  creditable  teaching  program,  and 
these  are  the  hospitals  which  are  receiving 
a  fair  amount  of  interns.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  are  several  hospitals  in  Vir- 
ginia, approved  for  internship  by  the  A- 
merican  Medical  Association,  without  ade- 
quate educational  programs.  Since  the  fi- 
nancial remuneration  of  interns  in  Vir- 
ginia was  a  major  factor  in  25%  of  the 
intern  selections,  the  scale  of  pay  was  in- 
vestigated. There  was  a  range  of  §50.00 
to  §200.00  per  month  with  an  average 
wage  of  about  $150.00  per  month  plus 
maintenance.  It  is  true  that  the  deficiency 
of  a  hospital  or  its  intern  program  should 
not  be  complemented  by  an  increased 
wage.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  important 
that  the  intern  not  be  exploited,  particu- 
larly because  of  the  great  expense  already 
incurred  on  his  part  in  receiving  his  de- 
gree and  because  of  the  fact  that  the  ma- 


jority of  the  medical  graduates  of  today 
are  married. 

With  reference  to  the  advice  given  in- 
terns at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia, 
the  questionnaire  to  the  interns  did  not 
reveal  a  single  instance  in  which  facult) 
consultation  had  advised  an  intern  not  to 
go  to  any  certain  hospital  in  Virginia.  The 
emphasis,  however,  was  stresssed  toward 
an  adequate  teaching  institution  and  not 
to  let  financial  reward  overshadow  inade- 
quate educational  training.  The  Dean  is 
certainly  within  his  rights  and  his  duly 
to  analyze  the  student,  to  ascertain  his 
abilities  and  circumstances,  and  pn  ;enl 
unbiased  facts  concerning  specific  intern- 
ships and  programs.  It  is  realized  that  be- 
tween the  dilemma  of  conferring  with 
senior  students  concerning  their  intern- 
ships and  satisfying  the  hospitals,  the 
Dean's  position  is  a  responsible  and  pre- 
carious one. 

Summary 

There  were  in  the  United  States  in  1954, 
820  hospitals,  approved  for  internship  by 
the  American  Medical  Association,  partici- 
pating in  the  National  Intern  Matching 
Program  with  a  total  of  6,051  positions 
filled.  There  were  6,412  participating 
medical  graduates.  Therefore,  of  the  10,- 
729  positions  open  only  56%  were  filled. 

In  Virginia  in  1954,  there  were  176 
graduates  in  medicine  from  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  the  University  of 
Virginia.  There  were  173  positions  offered 
by  Virginia  hospitals  and  only  93  posi- 
tions matched.  This  left  80  internships 
vacant.  However,  a  large  number  of  these 
93  matched  positions  were  filled  by  out- 
of-state  graduates.  Therefore,  a  very  large 
number  of  Virginia  graduates  are  leaving 
the  State  for  post-graduate  or  intern  train- 
ing, but  a  proportionate  number  of  out- 
of-state  interns  are  not  coming  in  except 
to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the 
University  of  Virginia  Hospitals. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  offered 
42  positions  and  41  were  filled.  The  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  hospital  offered  33 
positions  and  23  were  filled.  When  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  hospitals  are  excluded, 
there  were  98  positions  and  only  29  were 
filled.  The  pathetic  situation  was  that  9 
hospitals  in  Virginia  offered  44  positions 
with  no  fulfillments.  Answers  to  a  ques- 
tionnaire sent  to  the  1954  graduates  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  revealed 
the  major  reasons  of  selection  of  specific 
internships  as  follows:  (1)  Educational 
program— 83%,    (2)   Location— 23%, 


(3)  Financial  remuneration — 25%,  (4) 
Advice — 16%,  and  (5)  several  non-con- 
formists stated  that  climate,  travel,  private 
hospitals,  etc.,  were  major  factors.  (It 
should  be  noted  that  this  does  not  tally 
100%  since  several  stated  more  than  one 
major  reason.)  The  remuneration  of  Vir- 
ginia interns  was  from  $50.00  to  §200.00 
per  month  with  maintenance.  Thus  it  ap- 
pears that  the  major  reason  for  selecting 
an  internship  is  definitely  the  educational 
program  of  a  particular  hospital,  provided 
other  conditions  are  equal. 

Therefore,  it  appears  evident  that  the 
Virginia  hospitals,  other  than  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  and  the  University  of 
Virginia  hospitals,  are  not  receiving  their 
desired  quota  of  interns,  that  the  popu- 
larity of  an  internship  is  in  direct  propor- 
tion to  an  efficient  teaching  program,  that 
there  is  much  teaching  material  in  Vir- 
ginia hospitals  which  are  without  interns 
and  which  material  should  be  utilized, 
and  that  there  are  many  excellent  physi- 
cians in  Virginia  and  even  on  the  profes- 
sional staffs  of  the  teaching  institutions, 
who  had  their  training  in  smaller  institu- 
tions. Every  graduate  of  medicine  is  not 
endowed  by  nature  to  be  a  Mayo  or  Osier 
and  this  should  be  remembered  by  the 
Admissions  Committee  and  the  Deans  of 
our  medical  schools. 

Recommendations 

Since,  in  Virginia  the  number  of  grad- 
uates are  sufficient  to  fill  the  offered  posi- 
tions of  internship;  since,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  about  eight  hospitals,  the  intern 
fulfillment  of  positions  is  deplorable;  since 
many  interns  locate  in  the  vicinity  of  their 
internship ;  since  the  educational  program 
appears  to  be  the  greatest  attraction  for 
interns;  and  since  there  is  considerable 
teaching  material  in  the  smaller  hospitals, 
it  is  desirable  that  in  some  manner  these 
less  fortunate  Virginia  hospitals,  from  an 
intern  standpoint,  be  made  more  desirable 
and  attractive. 

Since  the  educational  program  of  a 
hospital  attracts  interns  in  direct  propor- 
tion to  its  efficiency,  this  Committee  sug- 
gests and  recommends,  as  far  as  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia  is  concerned,  that 
these  interested  hospitals  of  the  State  of 
Virginia  confer  with  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  and  arrange  an  educational 
program  and  other  requisites  of  an  ap- 
proved intern  training  program  as  sug- 
gested and  approved  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons.  Maybe  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  Alumni   Association 
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could  be  the  liason  between  the  Dean  and 
the  other  hospitals,  since  the  majority  of 
the  staffs  of  these  hospitals  and  their  as- 
sociated physicians  are  graduates  of  either 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  or  the 
University  of  Virginia  hospital  and  con- 
sequently have  a  common  interest  in  their 
respective  hospitals  and  their  Alma  Ma- 
ters. 

Maybe  the  present  rotation  of  interns 
through  the  State  from  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  or  even  other  hospitals 
could  be  arranged  and  enlarged.  These 
hospitals  need  help. 

By  doing  this,  the  standard  of  Virginia 
internships  will  be  raised,  a  larger  number 
of  interns  will  select  Virginia  hospitals 
for  their  training,  the  hospital  standards 
will  be  elevated,  the  Virginia  patients  will 
receive  more  efficient  care,  the  relationship 
between  the  Alumni  and  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  will  be  improved,  and  by 
participating  in  this  program,  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  will  retain  its  position 
and  prestige  as  the  medical  center  of  the 
State.

Current  Income: 

The  total  operating  income  of  the  col- 
lege division  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1954,  was  $2,140,300.65,  while  the 
total  expenditures  amounted  to  $2,183,- 
734.93,  resulting  in  an  excess  of  expendi- 
tures over  income  amounting  to  $43,434.- 
28,  which  was  financed  from  surplus  funds 
carried  forward  from  the  previous  fiscal 
year.  Total  revenues  were  $220,734.67 
in  excess  of  these  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1953. 

Of  the  total  income,  31.35%  or  $671,- 
004.77  was  provided  from  the  general 
fund  of  the  State  for  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  college.  The  remaining 
68.65%  of  income  was  obtained  from 
general  institutional  sources. 

Federal  Contracts  and  Grants: 

Federal  research  contracts  and  training 
grants  continued  at  a  high  level.  Income 
expended  for  such  activities  amounted  to 
$460,834.87  during  the  current  fiscal  year, 
or  21.53%  of  total  income.  A  report  pre- 
pared in  March,  1954  showed  that  there 
were  28  projects  underway  on  research 
and  for  teaching  and  training  financed  by 
the  Federal  government,  six  with  the  Ar- 
my, five  with  the  Navy,  1 5  with  the  Unit- 
ed States  Public  Health  Service,  one  with 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission,  and  one 
with  the  Veterans  Administration. 

Student  Loans: 

A  total  of  $23,355.33  was  loaned  to  83 
students  during  the  fiscal  year,  as  com- 
pared with  loans  of  $16,266.28  to  52  stu- 
dents during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1953,  and  $4,895.00  of  loans  to  29  stu- 
dents during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1952.  This  steady  increase  in  student  loans 
has  been  primarily  due  to  the  expiration 
of  benefits  under  the  World  War  II  "G.I. 
Bill  of  Rights"  and  to  reduced  benefits 
under  the  Korean  G.I.  bill. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  total  funds 
held  by  the  college  for  loans  to  students 
amounted  to  $94,763.41,  of  which  $45,- 
945.08  was  on  loan  to  students,  compared 
with  the  total  of  $29,940.83  on  loan  at 
the  end  of  the  preceding  year.  Further 
substantial  increase  in  student  loans  may 
be  expected  in  the  current  and  future  fiscal 
years,  as  new  students  enter  without  the 
substantial  benefits  of  the  G.I.  bills. 
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Scholarships  and  Fellowships: 

A  total  of  $92,451.71  was  expended  for 
scholarships,  fellowships  and  prizes.  One 
hundred  sixteen  scholarships,  amounting 
to  $52,364.27  were  made  available  to  stu- 
dents, enabling  many  young  persons  to 
complete  their  professional  training  who 
could  not  have  done  so  otherwise.  The 
availability  of  income  from  the  A.  D.  Wil- 
liams Trust  Fund  accounted  for  the  in- 
crease in  expenditure  for  scholarships,  fel- 
lowships, and  prizes  from  $36,486.02  for 
1952-53  to  the  total  of  $92,451.71  for 
1953-54.

plant  of  the  institution  based  or  actual 
cost  of  land  and  buildings  and  including 
amounts  spenl  on  partially  completed  pro- 
jects was  $10,126,404.94,  an  increase  of 
$770,735.  n  over  the  book  value  al  thi 
end  of  the  preceding  year.  Repla 
value  of  the  physical  plant  may  be  con- 
servatively estimated  in  excess  of  $20,- 
000,000.00. 

Long  Term  Indebted    i 

The  long  term  indebtedness  of  the 
Medical  College,  including  both  college 
and  hospital  divisions,  amounti  d  to 
199.21  at  June  30,  1954.  This  debt  con- 
sisted of  $100,000.00  in  P.W.A.  construc- 
tion bonds  on  the  Hunton  Hall  dormitory 
and  the  central  heating  plant  against  which 
the  institution  had  a  funded  reserve  for 
retirement  of  $39,108.47,  a  non-funded 
debt  of  $50,000.00  in  general  mortgage- 
bonds  due  the  State  Literary  Loan  Fund, 
and  $744,199.27  in  non-funded  hospital 
construction  loans.  It  is  regretted  that 
funds  for  further  reduction  in  the  major 
debt,  namely  $744,199.21  due  to  local 
banks,  have  not  been  available.  Most  of 
our  consolidated  endowment  fund  is 
pledged  as  collateral  for  the  loans  and  a 
substantial  part  of  our  income  from  this 
fund  is  required  for  the  payment  of  inter- 
est on  the  loans. 

It  is  of  prime  importance  that  constant 
effort  be  made  to  retire  this  debt.  The 
state-wide  value  of  the  600-bed  hospital 
on  which  the  debt  exists  has  been  fully 
demonstrated.  The  timing  of  its  construc- 
tion at  the  low  figure  of  $2,500,000.00, 
not  counting  the  cost  of  an  expensive  site 
which  was  financed  from  private  sources, 
was  most  fortunate.  This  building  and  the 
clinic  building,  which  adjoins  the  hospital 
and  is  an  essential  part  of  it,  have  a  re- 
placement value  of  approximately  S10,- 
000,000.00. 

The  State  appropriated  a  total  of  S350,- 
000.00  toward  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  hospital  and  nothing  toward 
the  clinic  building.  The  discharge  of  this 
debt  by  the  State,  either  as  a  single  capital 
outlay  item  or  by  annual  payments,  seems 
reasonable,  particularly  so  when  it  is  re- 
called that  the  State  is  contributing  a  large 
percentage  of  the  costs  of  construction  of 
new  hospitals  under  the  Hill-Burton  Act 
which  are  not  state  owned  institutions.

History  of  45th  Being  Written 

The  history  of  the  45th  General  Hos- 
pital in  World  War  II  is  now  being  writ- 
ten by  Dr.  A.  D.  Brashear,  Professor  of 
Anatomy.  This  is  regarded  as  a  much 
needed  contribution  to  the  history  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  because  most 
of  the  officers  of  its  professional  services 
and  many  of  its  nurses  were  graduates  of 
MCV  or  former  MCV  personnel.  Dr. 
Brashear  will  be  assisted  by  an  editorial 
board  of  former  officers  of  the  various 
professional  services,  nurses  and  enlisted 
men. 

The  office  of  the  Chief  of  Military  His- 
tory describes  the  45th  General  Hospital 
as  "originally  organized  as  Base  Hospital 
45  during  July,  1917  at  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia."  It  served  with  distinc- 
tion in  France  during  World  War  I  and 
was  headed  by  the  late  Dr.  Stuart  Mc- 
Guire. 

The  45  th  General  Hospital  was  organ- 
ized during  the  summer  of  1940.  Activat- 
ed at  Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  May  15,  1942, 
it  served  in  Africa  and  Italy. 

There  were  many  parallels  in  the  work 
of  these  two  groups.  Both  saw  service  far 
closer  to  the  actual  battle  line  than  ordi- 
narily falls  to  the  lot  of  a  base  or  general 
hospital. 

While  originally  formed  as  a  1,000 
bed  unit,  the  peak  patient  load  in  the 
45th  General  Hospital  was  2,626  patients 
at  the  height  of  the  Anzio-Cassino  cam- 
paigns during  February,  1944.  The  final 
station  of  the  45th  General  Hospital  was 
at  Bari,  Italy.  Here  medical  service  was 
provided  to  troops  of  the  Adriatic  Base 
Command  and  the  15th  Air  Force.  It  was 
inactivated  in  Italy,  September  30,  1945. 

Former  Photographer  Dies 

Max  Freydeck,  official  photographer  for 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  for  thir- 
ty years,  died  March  5  while  vacationing 
in  Florida. 

A  pioneer  in  medical  and  color  pho- 
tography, Mr.  Freydeck  helped  set  up  the 
photography  department  at  MCV  in  1925. 
He  retired  about  ten  years  ago. 

Probably  his  picture  which  is  best 
known  to  MCV  alumni  is  of  the  ivy- 
covered  Egyptian  Building,  which  appears 
on  the  MCV  commemorative  trays  and 
baskets.
